Classes resume in midst of remodeling

H arpeth Hall’s last major ren¬ 
ovation project, the remod¬ 
eling of The Wallace Wing, 
is on schedule for completion by 
January 3, 2007. 

The classroom building is being 
completely remodeled while the 
hallway which connects the Wallace 
Wing with the Massey Math and Sci¬ 
ence building will be rebuilt. Bigger 
and better-designed classrooms, of¬ 
fices, bathrooms, and lounge areas 
are all included in the plans. 

Construction began immediately 
after a substantial gift was made to 
the school last year. Over the sum¬ 
mer, the Wallace Wing, which was 
built in the late-1960s, was gutted, 
leaving only the building’s shell. 
Wallace is actually comprised only 
of classrooms; the large stairway 
which connected the lower and 
middle floors was not part of Wal¬ 
lace, and has been demolished along 
with a few large classrooms and 
the student services hallway, which 
housed various offices. 

Mr. Tom Pirtle, the project man¬ 
ager who oversees every aspect of 
the renovation from a management 
perspective, said after the connector 
was demolished, the construction 
crew began the excavation for the 
foundation. Progress slowed due to 
unforeseen complications; they had 
to remove unsuitable soil and in¬ 


stead dig down to solid rock. 

Then a wall in Bullard gym 
had to be taken down and re¬ 
built to correct a structural is¬ 
sue. With these problems 
solved, the crew proceeded 
to build a machine room, 
which will be below the 
ground. 

In the upcoming 
weeks, the connecting 
structure between 
the two buildings 
will begin to rise. 

Meanwhile, 






in the Wallace 
building, several sub¬ 
contractors are already at work 
on the interior. 

Masons are laying blocks for the 
foundation and have started to build 
new walls, while mechanical and 
electrical teams are installing air-con¬ 
ditioning and electricity. Eventually, 
other workers for dry wall, painting 
and roofing will come in. 

There are currently about 35 work¬ 


ers on site 
each day, 
but more 
will come 
once they 
start working 
on the interior, 
said Mr. 
Pirtle. 
The 
crew is 
working 10 
hours a day, 
from 6:30 
a.m. to 5:00 
p.m., six days 
a week. In ad¬ 
dition to long 
hours, the workers 
must also deal with 
the incredible heat, 

with temperatures on 

site exceeding 120 degrees. 
The crew takes regular water 
breaks, and the workers are 
cautioned to stay hydrated and to 
rest. Mr. Pirtle said, “We’re pretty 
safety oriented. That’s something we 
preach every day to the men.” 

Most of the difficulties surrounding 
the project stem from Wallace’s hard- 
to-reach location. There is little room 
from which to stage the construction 
because Wallace is surrounded by 
buildings on the back and sides with 
Souby lawn in front.

School takes big step in promoting diversity 


With upgraded programs 
and tablet laptops, new 
technology is infiltrating 
the Harpeth Hall campus. 

Over the summer, new 
software called SyncToy 
was uploaded to ease the 
process of backing up files. 
Dr. Melissa Wert, Technol¬ 
ogy Integration Specialist, 
explained that the program 
“makes the process of back¬ 
ing up so much simpler and 
faster.” Training on how to 
use it will be held at the end 
of September. She added, 
“Everyone who’s tried it so 
far loves it!” 

Several classrooms in 
the Middle School have 
had wireless LCD projec¬ 
tors installed. “This means 
that the teacher can allow 
any student to project their 
own desktop really easily 
to the rest of the class,” said 
Dr. Wert. 

One of the biggest 
changes for this year is the 
introduction of tablet lap¬ 
tops. Seventh grade girls 
and any upper school stu¬ 
dents who need new laptops 
will be the first to give the 
tablets a test run. The new 
laptops are similar to last 
year’s model except they 
have a larger hard drive, 60 
gigabytes, and have a tablet 
function. Using the stylus, 
students will be able to take 
notes in their own hand¬ 
writing on OneNote, Word, 
or Journal. “I think every¬ 
one who has a tablet is very 
excited by what they can do 
with them. Of course, if a 
student prefers typing, the 
laptop works the same as 
before,” said Dr. Wert. 

Programs on the Smart- 
Boards have been updated, 
and iLife 06, a program 
with a specialized podcast 
system, has been installed 
on the Macs in the Media 
Lab. Dr. Wert said, “I am 
hoping to teach a group of 
interested students how 
to create podcasts. It’s a 
fabulous way for clubs and 
teams to share information. 
Everyone actually has all 
the software they need on 
their laptops to create pod¬ 
casts, so we aren’t limited 
to the Mac lab. Anyway 
- that’s a new project that 
I’m excited about.”

Ms. Angela Brown pio¬ 
neers new territory this year 
as the Director of Diversity 
Development, an innova¬ 
tive administrative position 
at Harpeth Hall. 

The former director of 
admissions at the Urban 
School of San Francisco, 
Ms. Brown explained that 
there are four main parts to 
her new job. 

Ms. Brown will be work¬ 
ing primarily with the ad¬ 
missions office. She said, 
“Instead of reaching out 
to only those in the Nash¬ 
ville demographic, I will

She will also act as a 
liaison between new fami¬ 
lies and the Parent’s Asso¬ 
ciation to ensure that those 
entering the Harpeth Hall 
community will be wel¬ 
comed. 


Ms. Brown’s other two 
roles include working with 
the current administration 
to recruit teachers of di¬ 
verse backgrounds, as well 
as chatting with former 
alumnae of color to gather 
input on their Harpeth Hall 
experiences. “What I will 
learn from the alumnae will 
influence decisions for up¬ 
coming years,” she said. 

“I’ve learned it’s always 
best to talk to those who 
actually experienced the 
school firsthand.” 

On a regular basis, Ms. 
Brown said she will be in¬ 
volved in the school com¬ 
munity, but because of her 


job, she will be off-campus 
often. 

“I’ll be busy sharing the 
good news of Harpeth 
Hall,” she said. 

Ms. Brown wished to em¬ 
phasize that her “door is al¬ 
ways open to those who just 
want to chat. It’s important 
for students to be an active 
part in my career. Through 
their perspective, they help 
me spread the word about 
this school.” 

“To change the school, 
it takes everybody’s energy 
and enthusiasm. This is im¬ 
portant in order to make a 
difference.” 


After its inaugural year, 
the Good to Great Commit¬ 
tee plans to keep its mo¬ 
mentum rolling with the 
proposal of a Core Purpose 
Statement. The commit¬ 
tee was formed last year 
at the behest of the Board 
of Trustees in order to im¬ 
prove every aspect of life 
at Harpeth Hall. Since 
this obviously includes a 
wide scope of subjects, the 
committee has spent the 
past year studying Harpeth 
Hall’s academics, arts, and 
athletics to identify areas 
that can be bettered. Ms. 
Bonnie Moses, commit¬ 
tee chair, said, “The Good 
to Great effort is actually 
rather complicated. It took 
the committee quite a while 
to get a handle on what we 
needed to do.” 

The committee has now 
solidified its purpose and 
verbalized it in a Core 
Purpose Statement. Ms. 
Moses said, “The Core Pur¬ 
pose Statement is similar to 
a mission statement. Unlike 
most mission statements, 
however, the Core Purpose 
statement will include an 
implementation strategy. In 
other words, it will not be¬ 
come just one more state¬ 
ment that adorns a hallway 
or is published in a hand¬ 
book somewhere.” 

The statement has been 
proposed to the faculty, 
and, after minor revisions 
are made, will be presented 
to the student body. 

Also on the agenda for 
the year is the formation of 
a student branch of Good to 
Great. “It would be an advi¬ 
sory and information-gath¬ 
ering committee to give 
us student perspectives on 
some of these issues,” said 
Ms. Moses. 

The student-run group 
would be composed of 
mainly seniors, but would 
represent the opinions of 
the upper school student 
population. Other projects 
include the creation of a 
Literary Arts Center and 
the formation of a commit¬ 
tee focused on teaching.

the Moon: 
Overview of 
Astronomy Class

Seven Harpeth Hall seniors 
are enrolled in a new, year-long 
astronomy class taught by Dr. 
Mathew Huddleston. 

The class was originally con¬ 
sidered, along with a possible 
anatomy or physiology course, 
as a potential one-semester sci¬ 
ence elective. However, Dr. Hud¬ 
dleston presented a proposal to 
the curriculum committee, and 
astronomy was approved as a 
year-long course. 

As a new addition to the sci¬ 
ence curriculum, astronomy will 
build upon the foundation creat¬ 
ed by the chemistry and physics 
courses students take as under¬ 
classmen. 

“Students can go from the 
more general information learned 
in Chemistry and Physics to the 
more specific, and, in some ways, 
more practical subject of astrono¬ 
my,” said Dr. Huddleston. 

This particular class is unique 
to other science courses offered 
at HH in that it incorporates more 
project-based learning, provid¬ 
ing a different class dynamic. Dr. 
Huddleston bought a solar tele¬ 
scope, which will safely allow 
students to observe solar flares 
and sunspots. 

The content of the class will 
cover issues of astronomy up to 
the present while other courses 
only make it to the late-1800s or 
early-1900s. 

The first semester will cover 
the night sky, the history of as¬ 
tronomy, the electromagnetic 
spectrum, and the formation of 
stars. The second semester will 
cover stellar evolution, galaxies, 
and recent space exploration. 

“We’ll definitely get into talk¬ 
ing about life on other worlds,” 
said Dr. Huddleston, whose goals 
for the year are for his students 
to discover new things that prove 
both exciting and helpful. He also 
hopes this course has the poten¬ 
tial to inspire students to pursue 
astronomy in college.

Access to the site is limited to one road across 
the lawn. Deliveries must be coordinated so the 
road is not blocked. Any activities that cause too 
much noise must be postponed until after school 
hours or on weekends. However, Mr. Pirtle said, 
“The most challenging part is the schedule. This 
is normally a 10 to 11-month project. We’ve got 
about seven.” 

Despite these challenges, the project 
mains on schedule. 

Though the area" 
currently appears 
to be more of a de¬ 
molition zone than 
a construction site, 

Mr. Pirtle confi¬ 
dently said, “In 
about two weeks we 
think you’ll really 
see something.” 

Once the con¬ 
struction is completed, the Wallace building and 
the student services hall will be unrecognizable 
from their former states. Wallace will have three 
stories in which to house the English, foreign 
language, and history and social sciences depart¬ 
ments. The entrance to the building will be on the 
ground level. It will extend farther out into the 
lawn than it did. On the ground level, there will 
be a lounge similar to the junior lobby in Massey. 
The second and third floors will have pods, or lob¬ 
bies, to house the senior and sophomore lockers. 

The new lockers will be large and wooden like 
the ones in the middle school. The halls will be 
larger since the lockers will be relocated. The 
classrooms themselves will be roomier, though 
Head of School Ann Teaff said they will not be as 
large as middle-school rooms. “The classrooms 
are more equitable,” she said. 

They will also be better designed with im¬ 
proved lighting. Teachers are choosing their own 


furnishings for the rooms, so several will contain 
conference tables instead of traditional desks to 
facilitate discussion. None of the walls will be 
made of concrete block like the Math and Sci¬ 
ence building, and some will even be tackable. 

The interior design of the new wing will 
be a more sophisticated version of the middle 
school. Ms. Teaff said there will be interesting 
furniture and fabrics, as well as new fixtures in 
the classrooms and bathrooms. The new carpet¬ 
ing has been specially 
designed for Harpeth 
Hall. Skylights will 
also be installed on the 
third floor of Wallace 
and in the student ser¬ 
vices hallway. 

The connector, or 
student services hall¬ 
way, will house the of¬ 
fices for upper school 
administrators, college 
counselors, and the Winterim and Community 
Service directors. It will be larger and well-lit. 
It will slope gently downward to connect the 
Massey lobby with the ground-floor of Wallace; 
there will be no stairs. The offices that had been 
renovated with the Math and Science building 
had to be demolished so that this slope could be 
built. 

The exterior of the building will look simi¬ 
lar to the middle school, copper roofs and all. 
Wallace’s front and the side facing the Patton 
Visual Arts building with both be red brick; the 
other side and the back, however, will be painted 
a mortar color. 

The ground-breaking ceremony for the reno¬ 
vated wing will be held after students return 
from Winterim, according to Ms. Teaff. 

The construction “is not ultimately about 
bricks and mortar,” said Ms. Teaff. “It’s about 
the teaching that goes on there.”

FAQ: Things to know about the war in the Middle East

With over 1,300 peo¬ 
ple killed and countless 
rockets and bombs deto¬ 
nated, the war between 
Hezbollah and Israel has 
ravaged the Middle East. 

Israel first bombed 
Lebanon on July 15, af¬ 
ter Hezbollah kidnapped 
two Israeli soldiers 
and killed three others. 

The two countries 
have been in conflict 
since 1982, when Is¬ 
rael invaded southern 
Lebanon. Hezbollah, a 
militant group of Shi¬ 
ite Muslims, immedi¬ 
ately formed to protect 
the Lebanese people 
and its remaining lands 
from Israel’s army. 

In May of 2000, Is¬ 
rael withdrew from an 
18- year occupation, 
resolving much ten¬ 
sion between the two countries. 

Over the past six years, little 
fighting has occurred; how¬ 
ever, Hezbollah has continu¬ 
ally pleaded for Israel to release 
over 800 captured Lebanese 
that were arrested 24 years ago. 

Refusing to do so, Hezbol¬ 
lah kidnapped the two Israeli 
soldiers as a symbolic threat. 
Israel retaliated violently. 

After almost a month of 
fighting, Hezbollah was first 
to agree to a cease-fire; how¬ 
ever, Israel, with the support 
of the United States, refused.
